We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  various 
funds  and  account  groups  of  the  Town  of  Hinsdale,  New  Hampshire, 
for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1984,  and  have  issued  our  report 
dated  March  4,  1985,  As  part  of  our  examination,  we  made  a  study 
and  evaluation  of  the  Town's  system  of  internal  accounting 
control  to  the  extent  we  considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the 
system  as  required  by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards. 
Under  these  standards,  the  purpose  of  such  an  evaluation  is  to 
establish  a  basis  for  reliance  on  the  system  of  internal 
accounting  control  in  determining  the  nature,  timing,  and  extent 
of  auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for  expressing  an 
opinion  on   the   financial    statements. 

The  objective  of  internal  accounting  control  is  to  provide 
reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  as  to  the  safeguarding  of 
assets  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition  and  the 
reliability  of  financial  records  for  preparing  financial 
statements  and  maintaining  accountability  for  assets.  The  concept 
of  reasonable  assurance  recognizes  that  the  cost  of  a  system  of 
internal  accounting  control  should  not  exceed  derived  benefits  and 
that  evaluation  of  these  factors  necessarily  requires  estimates 
and    judgments. 

There  are  inherent  limitations  that  should  be  recognized  in 
considering  the  potential  effectiveness  of  any  system  of  internal 
accounting  control.  In  the  performance  of  most  control 
procedures,  errors  can  result  from  misunderstanding  of 
instructions,  mistakes  of  judgment,  carelessness  or  other  personal 
factors.  Control  procedures  whose  effectiveness  depends  upon 
segregation  of  duties  can  be  circumvented  by  collusion. 
Similarly,  control  procedures  can  be  circumvented  intentionally 
with  respect  to  the  estimates  and  judgments  required  in  the 
preparation  of  the  financial  statements.  Further,  projection  of 
any  evaluation  of  internal  accounting  control  to  future  periods  is 
subject  to  the  risk  that  the  procedures  may  become  inadequate 
because  of  changes  in  conditions  and  that  the  degree  of  compliance 
with    the    procedures    may   deteriorate, 
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Our  study  of  the  system  of  internal  accounting  control  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1984,  would  not  necessarily  disclose 
all  weaknesses  in  the  system  because  it  was  based  on  selective 
tests  of  accounting  records  and  related  data.  The  study  and 
evaluation  did  disclose  one  weakness  which  we  consider  to  be 
mater  ial . 

CASH  -   COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT  BLOCK  GRANT  FUND 

During  the  course  of  our  fieldwork  we  noted  that  the 
Community  Development  Block  Grant  Director  had  signature 
authority  over  the  "escrow"  accounts  of  the  fund.  We  believe 
this  to  be  a  material  weakness  in  internal  accounting  control 
because  the  person  approving  completion  of  project  contracts  is 
also  involved  in  the  disbursement  of  cash.  Additionally  State 
law  requires  that  only  the  Town  Treasurer  have  custody  of  Town 
bank  accounts  of  this  type  and  that  expenditures  be  made  from 
these  accounts   only  on   the   approval    of    the   Board   of    Selectmen. 

We  strongly  urge  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  review 
procedures  with  respect  to  internal  control  over  the  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  Fund,  We  believe  that  those  procedures 
which  are  inconsistent  with  the  principles  of  sound  internal 
control    and   State    law  should   be  rectified   as   soon  as   possible. 

The  recommendations  which  follow  were  developed  from  our 
observation  of  Town  operations  and  are  not  the  result  of  any 
special    study. 

OOMPUTERIZED  BILLING  SYSTEM  -   TAXES  AND  ENTERPRISE  FUNDS 

In  1984  the  Town  implemented  an-  in  house  billing  system  for 
property  taxes  and  water  and  sewer  accounts.  We  commend  Town 
officials  for  the  successful  transition  from  an  outside  service 
bureau  and  offer  the  following  recommendations  related  to  fine 
tuning    the    system. 

Accounts  Receivable  System: 

The  billing  system  emp  loyed  by  the  town  was  designed  as  an 
accounts  receivable  package.  Currently  cash  receipts 
billings  are  manually  posted  to  the  warrants.  The  water  and 
sewer  rents  are  then  entered  into  the  system  by  town  staff 
in  order  to  ensure  accurate  bil  Is,  We  believe  this  to  be  an 
inefficient    use    of    the    Town's    resources.      We    recommend    that 
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Accounts    Receivable    System   (continued): 

water  and  sewer  cash  receipts  be  entered  directly  into  the 
system.  As  soon  as  this  system  is  functioning  effectively 
we  believe  that  the  tax  collection  system  could  also  be 
automated . 

Whole  Dollars:

•mUSTKES  OF  TOUST  FUNDS 

Non-expendable  Trust  Funds  are  deposited  in  ten  separate 
banks  with  multiple  accounts  in  each  bank.  We  believe  that  the 
Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  should  reduce  the  number  of  banks  and 
accounts  they  use.  When  doing  this  consideration  must  be  given  to 
federal  insurance  limits  and  to  the  maturity  of  current 
investments.  We  also  urge  the  Trustees  to  consider  having  record 
keeping   done    by   a   bank   as    is    permitted   by   state    law. 

A  letter  of  this  type  is  critical  by  its  nature.  We  found 
many  examples  of  sound  business  management  practices  in  our 
review  of  the  Town's  systems.  We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to 
the  officials  of  the  Town  for  their  assistance  during  the  course 
of  our  audi  t.

A  party  was  given  at  the  end  of  the  program  with 
a  clown  doing  face  painting  for  entertainment.   She  was  a  big 
hit.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HINSDALE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

This  past  year  reflected  continuing  change  in  the  operation 
of  the  department.   Emphasis  was  placed  in  several  areas, 
one  of  the  paramount  being  training.   Two  of  our  Full  Time 
Officers  attended  and  very  successfully  completed  recruit 
training  at  the  New  Hampshire  Police  Academy.   Other  per- 
sonnel completed  advanced  or  specialized  training  in  such 
areas  as  Supervision  and  DWI  Detection  and  Apprehension. 
Another  significant  facet  of  our  training  program  was  the 
sponsorship  and  coodination  of  two  Part  Time  Officers 
Training  Schools.   Between  these  two  schools  we  graduated 
28  State  Certified  Part  Time  Police  Officers  (5  from  our 
own  department) .   These  schools  were  a  first  for  Hinsdale 
and  among  the  few  Certified  Part  Time  Officers  Schools 
operated  throughout  the  State.   The  department  has  also 
implemented  an  in-service  training  program  that  we  hope 
to  foarmalize  during  1986.   Overall  our  involvement  in 
Police  training  has  enhanced  the  department's  effectiveness 
and  it's  image  among  area  agencies. 

I  have  noted  several  major  areas  of  the  departments  activity 
and  would  offer  the  following  comments.   Property  crime  is 
continuing  to  hold  at  a  steady  level  because  of  aggressive 
patrol  procedures  and  good  community  involvement  in  reporting 
suspicious  persons  or  incidents.   Crime  against  persons  is 
also  fairly  stable,  but  showed  a  marked  increase  in  the 
areas  of  rape  and  child  abuse.   Crimes  committed  by  juveniles 
are  increasing  substantially  and  are  reflected  in  crimes  such 
as  drug  law  violations  and  criminal  mischief.   These  problems 
are  further  complicated  by  logistics  as  all  juvenile  pro- 
ceedings are  held  at  the  Keene  District  Court.   This  places 
extra  burdens  on  all  involved  parties,  particularly  victims 
and  witnesses,  additionally  on  many  occasions  it  severly 
taxes  the  departments  manpower.   Another  area  of  concern 
is  the  number  of  driving  while  intoxicated  cases  the  de- 
partment is  handling.   The  number  is  up  radically  over 
last  year  and  as  of  this  writing  continues  to  show  an 
upward  trend.   No  other  crime  carries  such  potential  to 
cause  harm  to  each  of  us  and  our  loved  ones.   Speeding 
and  driving  under  the  influence  are  contributing  causes 
to  many  of  the  accidents  we  investigate  and  are  the  major 
causative  factor  in  more  than  25%  of  accidents  in  the 
community. 

During  the  past  year  our  station  was  remodeled  and  while 
austere  in  some  respects  it  is  a  major  improvement  and 
a  facility  that  reflects  community  pride.
